BATTLE PENDULUM 


SWINGS TO GERMANS. 
BY ARTHUR 8. DRAPER, 

ter ATLANTIC CABLE AND DIRECT WIRE—EX- 
LONDON, March 31.—After two 


weeks of apparent deadlock the battle 


of Verdun again has swung in favor 
of the Germans. There is no min- 
mizing, either in Paris or here, the 
seriousness of the news of the past 
twenty-four hours. 8 

Malancourt, for the possession of 
which the French have fought des- 
perately for weeks, is in German 
hands, It was captured last night as 
the result of a massed attack that 
Was irresistible. So far, Paris an- 
nounces tonight. the Germans have 
made no attempt to debouch from the 
village. But it is a foregone conclu- 
sion that the movement cannot long 
be delayed. 
In addition, the French have lost 
advanced trenches northeast of Hil! 
295, in the Le Mort Homme region, as 
the result of German assaults today. 
The Paris statement tonight, however, 
Says that they have been regained. 
With the capture of Malancourt it 
is admitted that the ‘whole French 
line west of Meuse is placed in a ge- 
rious position. Already the Germam 
noose, extending from Fresnes to Avo- 
court, is three-quarters of the way 
around Verdun. It only needs the con- 
muation of the advance at the lat- 

point to close it completely. 

KEYS TO DEFENSE. 


Aide from the fortified hills them- 
selves, Malancourt and Bethincourt 
have been the keys to the French de- 
fense west of the Meuse. They have 
dominated the roads necessary to Ger- 
man communications. To hold them 
the French had turned every house 
into a fortress and had sacrificed men 
as at no other point about Verdun. 
When the Germans had surrounded 
them from three sides still the French 
clung to the villages and died to a 
man in their defense. 

Malancoyrt is the interesection of 
the important highways to Avocourt 
and to Esnes. In German hands these 
will become the arteries to feed the 
guns battering the way for the in- 
fantry advance. They will enable the 
Germans to concentrate the whole 
force of ‘their numbers and artillery 
in pushing across the intervening six 
miles to the St. Menehould Railway, 
the main supply line of Verdun. 


MUST CHECK GERMANS, 


On the struggle for these interven- 
ing miles, in the opinion of military 
observers here, the fate of the fortress 
hangs. The defense of Douvaumont and 
Vaux and Le Mort Homme will have 
been in vain unless the advance of 
the Germans, slow but apparently ir- 
resistible, can here be checked. For 
if the rafiway fals into German 
hands the French must either evacu- 
ate Verdun or be caught within ft as 
Marshal Bazaine was caught at Metz. 
A dispatch to the Dally Mail from 
Rotterdam says that the Germans ap- 
pear to be planning a dis attack 
against the British in Flanders. Vast 
quantities of ammunition have been 
stored at Ghent. The Germans are 
circulating reports that the Belgians 
are etarvng and that there have been 
riotous demonstrations against the 
headquarters of the American Relief 
Committee.

Lyman's narrative went back to 
1901. when he was a member of the 
New.

Prisoner Gives Detailed Story 
of His Daring Venture. 
Declares He will do Anything 
to Escape the British.

LEWES (Dei) March 31.—Fearing 
that attempts would be made to 


rescue Ernest Schiller, the young Ger- 


man stowaway Who singlehanded 
captured the British steamer Matoppo 
and terrorized her crew of fifty-six 
men on the high seas last Wednes- 
day night, detectives tonight took 
Schiller ffom his cell in the Town 
Jail ang hufried him by automobile 
to Hafrington from where he was 
taken by train to New York. 

The detectives declared they had 


is | received positive information that at- 


tempts would be made to rescue the 
prisoner and with the consent of the 
tal authorities they decided that 
he would be safer in New York. 
Schiller himself readily consented to 
go, saying that he Would do anything 
to keep out of the hauds of the Brit- 
ish officials. 

During the afternoon Schiller was 
given a hearing before Justice of the 
Peace Register, and made a detailed 
statement as to his motives in start- 
ing what he termed a privateering ex- 
pedition. Revenge against England 
for afresting him as a spy as well 
as the spoils he expected to secure, 
he declared, were the impelling 
motives. He was uncertain, he said, 
whether the four men he had picked 
to accompany him had abandoned the 
enterprise. 


ADMITS HARD LUCK. 

“They were not Germans,” Schiller 
declared. “I was the only German 
eoncerned, and only for my hard luck 
I would have turned a better trick 
than the Moewe did when she cap- 
tured the Appain. I was terribly 
handicapped by depending on bums 
and crooks to assist m 

“In making War on England IT am 
gullty of nothing more than a breach 
of the neutrality laws of this coun- 
try. I was peacefully practicing my 
profession of textile engineer in Hull, 
Eng., when the war broke out. A 
friend of mine Was arrested charged 
with aignaliling with calcium lichts to 
the raiding Zeppelins. He was shot 
and I Was arrested. I had committed 
no offense, but I was shut up in a 


dirty jail and humiliated, although 
theré was no evidence ailnst me.“ 
Schiller here halted is recital 


long enough to request assurances that 
this goverument would take charge 
of the case and that he would not be 
surrendered to Great Britain. He was 
told that was a matter to be decided 
later. Continuing, he said: 

“I told the Hull officials that if 
they persisted in persecuting me on 
account of my German fiativity they 
would pay for it dearly. They could 
find no excuse for sheoting me #0 
they punished me by exiling me from 
the country, and so I came to Amer- 
ica.

New Haven and Bridgeport, Ct., and 
finally went to Bosten, where I se- 
cured employment with a textile com- 
pany. 

THIRSTY FOR REVENGE. 


“All the time I was thirsty for re- 
venge on the English, and I used to 
lie awake at night studying how to 
get square and doing something for 
Germany at the same time. Then it 
occurred to me that it would be much 
simpler for a prise crew to stow away 
on British ships over here than for 
prise crews to run the British block- 
ade. I went to Hoboken with my 
plans fully formulated and there got 
my gang, picking out four of the 
most likely-looking fellows to accom- 
pany me on the expedition. I told 
them I was out to capture a British 
steamer and make it my yacht, and 
explained that five of us easily could 
hold up any ship's crew, and that we 
could claim the ship as a prise be- 
Sides getting all the money aboard. 

“When I went aboard the Matoppo 
T had been told it was another boat 
the e Sparto, I think, and that h 
Carried at least £2000 and a cargo of 
munitions for the allles I went aboard 
last Thursday and notified my four 
handy men to get on board also, but 
they were not there, and I had to 
see the job through alone. I don't 
know Whether they are on board the 
El Sparto or not, but if they are 1 
wish them good luck and hope they 
go ahead with my plan and win out.” 

STILL DEFIANT. 

Schiller said he did not regret what 
he had done and would do it agair 
if he had the chance.

SAFRTY FIRST. 

In the morning he joined me again 
in the cabin and ordered breakfast 
sent in. When the coffee was served 
he pushed his cup over to me and 
took mine. ‘Safety — * ca n, you 
take my cup,’ he said. t didn't 
look so very foolish, did it? 

“After breakfast he ordered me on 
the bridge with him and gave orders 
where he wanted us to go. He wanted 
us to keep down the coast and close 
enough for him to pick a landing 
place, When he had made up his 
mind where to land he ordered the 
crew brought up to launen a lifeboat 
for him and picked three to man the 
boat. Then he picked out his hostages 
and set off for the beach. That was 
when I got busy with my signals to 
let the pilot boat and the shore sta- 
tions know what wae going on.”

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, March 
31-—Agents for the British govern- 
ment are keeping the wires hot to- 
day trying to make arrangements to 
ship 3000 tons of copper ore from this 
port to New York for transshipment 
to Europe. The ore arrived here to- 


day aboard the British steamer Crown 


of Toledo from Santa Rosalia, Mex. 
If arrangements can be made to 
Kuarantee prompt dispatch over the 
rail lines the ore will be taken out of 
the steamer here to help relieve the 
pressing demand on account of the 
European war. Otherwise it will re- 
main in the hold and be taken back 
to England on the ship. 

The demand is so pressing for the 
copper that tne purchasers are willing 
toe pay the extra expense of transship- 
ment to the Atlantic by rall in order 
to save time. 

The steamer arrived today from 
English ports after an uneventful 
voyage. She will discharge here 400 
tons of merchandise, mostly liquors, 
and take aboard 2000 bales of cotton 
from the Imperial Valley. 

There is keen interest along the 
water front in the disposition of the 
copper ore, for if it is discharged here 
it will mean several thousand dollars 
to be spent in this port for handling 
and additional expenses besides the 
freizh« which otherwise will be saved. 
On account of the general embargo 
on rail shipments ana crowded condi- 
tion of the docks on the Atlantic it is 
considered doubtful whether a satis- 
factory guarantee of prompt ship- 
ment can be made but if this can be 
done the shippers are willing to pay 
the additional expense on account of 
the scarcity or bottoms and demand 
for cargo space from Pacific Coast 
ports tor the return voyage.

After living in Chicago for seven- 
teen years, Col. Emery came to Long 
Beach nearly four years ago in an 
effort to regain his health. For the 
past twenty years he has been con- 
nected with the National Stockman 
and Farmer, published in Pittsburgh, 
and the Farmers Review of Chicago 
and the Farmers Guide of Hunting- 
ton, Ind. He expected to return to 
Chicago next May to resume his work 
in connection with these publications. 

For many years he had been promi- 
nently identified with the G.A.R. work 
and Presbyterian church in Chicago 
and in G. A. R. circles of Long Beach.

Col. Emery’s war experience dates 
back to when he was a newsboy at 
Camp Pierpont, Langley, Va., McCall's 
division headquarters, with his three 
brothers. Later he joined the First 
Pennsylvania Cavalry ana shortly fol- 
lowing the Pennsylvania heavy artil- 
lery. After participating in many no- 
table battles he was captured, with 
his entire force, at Smithville, Va.

The Friday Morning Club had an 
unusually large attendance yesterday 
to hear Paul Jordan Smith give his 
“Message of the Radical Woman.” 
Mrs. Seward Simons mentioned in in- 
troducing him that, as he was a bride- 
groom of about five minutes’ stand- 
ing. Mrs. Smith was thoroughly pre- 
pared to be shocked. 

But it is difficult to shock the mod- 
ern women, even by telling her her 
own declarations of faith. Where- 
fore, when he spoke of “woman's 
right to choose the father of her chil- 
Aren.“ touched upon her investiga- 
tions of masculine morality and social 
disease, insisted upon her intention of 
abolishing illiegitimate children by the 
simple method of declaring all chil- 
dren to be legitimate, he might have 
been discussing the Baconian 
Shakespeare controversy for all the 
shocking he attained. 

Paul Jordan Smith is, however, a 
clever and earnest platform speaker 
and kept his audience attentive 
throughout. An ardent proponent of 
the woman's cause, even to the point 
of reading Fanny's ultimatum from 
Hindle Wakes, when she remarked 
that she had spent a few days with 
the young man for her own amuse- 
ment, but had no intention of allowing 
him to make an honest woman of her. 

He admitted that the average pio- 
neer reformer was a disagreeable per- 
son, usually with hard mouth and 
prominent teeth, but insisted that this 
type of was necessary to brave 
the axiomatic stupidity of society. He 
pointed out that the women pioneers 
of suffrage aped the men, with un- 
lovely results, and explained the pres- 
ent return to femininity which is so 
obvious, even among the most rabid 
of suffragettes, as women's conviction 
that the men are not worth imitating. 

Mr. Smith waxed more sarcastic and 
caustic than any modern suffragette 
would think of being in regard to the 
“civilization attained by those respec- 
table Christian gentlemen,” jeered 
satirically at their rational, scientific, 
coldly reasonable institutions, and de- 
clared whole-heartedly for feminine in- 
stitution, which, he said. was no longer 
sneered at and ridiculed, but recog- 
nized as a worthy co-operative neces- 
sity if the world was to be well gov- 
erned. Was it not finally established 
In recognizance by no less a philoso- 
pher than Bergson himself? 

He really did create a stir of excite- 
ment when he assured us that women 
were naturally more truthful than 
men, and proceeded to defend their 
occasional seeming untruthfulness as 
a weapon of defense thrust upon them 
by erring masculinity. They had al- 
ways been 60 grossly misinformed 
upon ethics and morality generally. 
It was her careful training in mascu- 
line conservatism which made of her 
* se simpering angel of hypoc- 
r ve 


At luncheon Mrs. Wakeman took ts- 
sue on the matter of the unloveliness 
of ploneer suffragists, but Mr. Smith 
stood his ground and said, while it 
might be good and necessary, Mrs.

EXPERTS TESTIFY AGE DOES NOT 


quick deal which J. H. Craig, 
formerly asistant controller of the 
United States Steel Corporation, made 
for a walnut ranch and his claim that 
the age of the trees had been misrep- 
resented, required a three days’ trial 
of the suit he brought against R. R. 
Shea, the former owner, for $12,500 
damages. With the testimony. all in 
yesterday, Judge Price of Alpine 
County required briefs to be filed on 
the interesting point raised by the at- 
torneys. This is whether a real estate 
agent, unauthorized to make repre- 
sentations as to the property, can 
make statements which will bind the 
owner when the latter is not present. 

Mr. Craig, who had been used to 
big business deals, first saw the walnut 
ranch near Whittier at 3 6 clock one 
day several years ago, it is claimed, 
and at 7 o'clock the same evening he 
wrote out his check, without having 
seen the owner of the ranch. Sub- 
Sequentiy, he sdid, he learned the 
trees instead of being in the prime of 
life, were in the sere and yellow of life, 
so to speak.

. THE UNDERWOOD TARIFF. 

Cal has suffered more proportion- 
ately from the Underwood tariff than any 
other section of the country. The shops 
of the Bast have not been affected by it 
so much, for they have been engaged in 
the manufacture of munitions for the allies, 
and, in the few instances where the cotton 
and woolen factories could not continue 
operations in competition with foreign 
establishments, their owners could close 
them and lose only the interest on the value 
of the land and buildings.

EFUSAL TO DISARM MERCHANTMEN, 
Secretary Lansing proposed to the En- 
tente powers, through their embassies, that 
they enter into a modus vivendi and disarm 
of their merchant ships, with the under- 
standing that the United States sgovern- 
ment would endeavor to secure from Ger- 
many a pledge not to attack any such un- 
armed ship without warning and without 
providing for the safety of the passengers 
and crew. 
All of the Entente powers have formally 
rejected this proposition on the ground that 
there should be no change in the theory of 


hostilities such as would be involved in the 
acceptance of the modus vivendi at this 
time. It is intimated, although not express- 
ly stated, that even if Germany agreed not 
to attack unarmed merchant ships without 
notice she would not keep her agreement, 
and it was better to take the chances of 
battling a submarine than to court certain 
destruction by going unarmed. 

“It has been held,” says a Washington 
correspondent, “by some officials of the En- 
tente powers that any attempt by the Unit- 
ed States to change the limitations upon 
the extent of the defensive armament which 
a merchant ship may carry would be in 
violation of the plan of neutrality and might 
justify the allies in removing their shipping 
completely from American waters, trusting 
to Canadian ports for the facilities neces- 
sary to loading the munitions of war and 
the raw material of American origin re- 
quired by the allies.” 3
